been held since the extension of the order by the addi- 
tion of Civil Knights Commanders.

the collar of the order, His Royal Highness Prince 
Albert wore the mantle and collar, Her Majesty and 
his Royal Highness having passed to the throne-room, 
the Knights Grand Crosses were called over by Bath 
King of Arms. The officers of the order were also 
present, The knights and officers, having entered the 
throne-room, ranged themselves on either side of the 
Queen, according to their seniority, Prince Albert 
being on her Majesty’s right, and the Duke of Wel- 
lington on the left. The Mistress of the Robes, the 
Lady in Waiting, the Lord Steward, the Lord Cham- 
berlain, the Master of the Horse, and other members 
of the royal household, took their stations near the 
Sovereign, Lieut.-General Lord Fitzroy Somerset was 
invested by her Majesty with the ensigns of a Military 
Knight and Cross of the Bath; also Lieut.-General 
Sir John Macdonald (Adjutant-General of the Forces), 
General Sir Colin Halkett, and Rear-Admiral Sir 
Thomas John Cochrane were invested by the Sovereign 
with the ensigns of a Military Knight Commander of 
the Bath; also Major-General John Rolt had the 
honour of knighthood conferred upon him by the 
Queen, and was invested with similar ensigns. The 
Right Hon, Henry Ellis, some time employed on an 
extraordinary and special mission to the court of his 
Majesty the Emperor of Brazil, received the honour of 
knighthood from her Majesty, and was invested as a 
Civil Knight Commander of the Bath: also the Right 
Hon. Richard Pakenham, her Majesty’s Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to the United 
States: also Charles Edward Trevelyan, Esq., Assist- 
ant Secretary to the Treasury: also Sir Randolph 
Isham Routh, commissary-general on a particular ser- 
vice in Ireland, was invested with similar ensigns: 
Rear-Admiral Francis Beaufort, hydrographer to the 
Admiralty, was knighted and similarly invested: also 
the Right Hon. James Stephen, one of the Under 
Secretaries of State for the War and Colonial Depart- 
ment: also Major-General William Morison, of the 
Madras Artillery: also Colonel Henry Montgomery 
Lawrence, of the Bengal Artillery: also Major-General 
William Francis Patrick Napier. Bath King of Arms

PHRENO-MESMERISM. 
Ir is not creditable to the Government of this 
country, nor indeed to the national character, that 
all its enlightenment, industry, and energy should 
be devoted to the regulation of money matters, 
while science, affecting the physical and moral 
health of society, and all their vast and really 
paramount results, are left to the public spirit of 
private bodies. True, now and then the Crown's 
prerogative is moved by special, sometimes illegi- 
timate, interest to confer the dignity of a charter 
on these associations; more remarkable, in truth, 
for the advantages which it denies than those 
which it confers.

In the 
event of this amount of importation bein for 
the future reduced by two-thirds, it follows

to 23,333 individuals at , WOl

NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT.

In the House of Lords, on Monday, the Encumbered 
Estates (Ireland) Bill passed through committee and 
‘was amended. : 

On Tuesday Lord Beaumont moved the second reading 
of the Provident Associations Fraud Prevention Bill, 
which was read accordingly. 

On Thursday several petitions were presented. 

_ . Yesterday Lord Brougham spoke at some length on 
the state of the law. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, the Earl of 
Lincoln gave notice that he would move the omission 
of the 4th and 5th clauses in the Public Health Bill, 
by which the proposed central commission was to be 
established. Lord J. Russell thereupon announced 
that the Government had come to the conclusion to 
alter the constitution of the commission, The ad- 
journed debate on the motion for going into committee 
on the Public Health Bill, and Mr. Urquhart’s amend- 
ment, that the bill be committed that day six months, 
was resumed by Mr, Spooner, who, while admitting 
the necessity for some sanitary reform, objected to the 
proposed centralization of authority, and to the ex- 
clusion of the metropolis from the operation of the 
bill. Mr. Slaney, Mr. Charles Pearson, Lord Ashley, 
Mr. Muntz, Mr. J. Stuart, Captain Pechell, Mr. W. 
Miles, and Mr. Wyld addressed the House. After 
which Mr. Urquhart withdrew his amendment, and 
the House went into committee on the bill, On the 
first cause Mr. G. Bankes moved an amendment to 
the effect that the bill should include the metropolis. 
For the clause, 240; for the amendment, 71; majority 
against the amendment, 169. The first clause was 
agreed to, and pioarte was then reported.—The 
report of the Aliens Hill was received,—The Evicted 
Destitute Poor (Ireland) Bill was read a third time 
and passed. 

On Tuesday Lord Morpeth, in answer to Sir H. 
Willoughby, made a statement relative to the alleged 
amount of fever extant within the precincts of the 
Abbey and Westminster School; and, in answer to Mr, 
Bankes, the noble lord stated that it was the intention 
of the Government shortly, though he could not at 
present name the period, to bring in bills for the 
sanitary improvement of London and Westminster,— 
The subject of the royal command for the use of 
ARTICLES OF BRITISH’ MANUPACTURE only at the 
forthcoming COURT ASSEMBLIES was brought under 
the notice of the House by Lord G. Bentinek. Lord 
John Russell said the command in question had been 
issued through the Lord Chamberlain, as had been 
frequently the case under former sovereigns, It was 
merely intended as an act of kindness, for the benefit 
of persons engaged in the manufacture of articles of 
dress. 

On Wednesday the Attorney-General brought in a 
measure for exempting buildings occupied by scientific 
societies from county, local, and borough rates, which 
was read a first time. 

On Thursday, at the early sitting, several petitions 
were presented, 

Yesterday several petitions were presented at the 
early sitting,—Mr. Hume gave notice that he would

ENTRANCE OF THE PrusstaN Troops tnto DEN- 
MARK.—Intelligence has arrived of the crossing the 
Danish frontier by the Prussian troops, who entered 
Jutland at six o'clock in the morning of the 2nd inst. 
at Konigsau, near Kolding, General Wrangel imme- 
diately issued a proclamation to the people of Jut- 
land, calling upon them to remain quiet in their 
houses, in which case he assures them he will be 
answerable for their safety, He further declares that, 
if they furnish his troops with the requisite provisions 
for man and horse, they shall not be allowed to help 
themselves, 


AustriA,—At Prague, on the Ist of May, public 
tranquillity was very seriously disturbed, The tumults 
were directed chiefly against the Jews’ quarter, which 
was barricaded against the National Guards. Several 
persons were wounded and thirty taken into custody. 
The strictest investigations had been set on foot, and 
all assemblages of the populace were strictly forbidden, 

In Vienna there has been a fresh ebullition of 
popular indignation, occasioned by the (alleged) inter- 
ference of the archbishop in favour of the expelled 
religious society of the Ligurians, a sect affiliated to 
the order of Jesuits, A report having been diffused 
amongst the people to the effect that the reverend 
prelate had made a formal application to the Ministry 
to permit the return of the Diguriena: and also de- 
manded the restitution of their property, a large con- 
course collected on the evening of the 2nd in the 


Square of St. Stephen’s, and saluted the archiepiscopal

of students, National Guards in full uniform, and other’ 


highly respectable and well-dressed persons. Not 
content with disturbing the slumbers of the unfortu- 
nate prelate, the insurgents shivered the lower case- 
ments of his palace to atoms, and one individual 
climbed to a window of the first story, and tore down 
the German flag suspended there. ‘The angry multi- 
tude next proceeded to the hotel of Count Ficquel- 
mont, and compelled him to ‘ show’ at a window. 
The explanations of the Minister were drowned by 
discord and shouts. A youth in the garb of a student 
intimated to his excellency that he must resign the 
next day, and his speech, which was delivered in sten- 
torian tones, gave general satisfaction. The crowd 
then at midnight dispersed, 
Granp Ducny or Posun,—There has been a re- 
currence of the hateful butcheries of the insurgent 
Poles and the Prussian troops, The combat has been 
renewed with twofold fury, first at Gratz and next at 
Xiono, The Poles fought with a courage worthy of a 
better cause, They seemed resolved to die-——not to be 
conquered, Whole ranks were mowed down by the 
Prussian artillery, It is said only 17 men out of 1700 
stooped at last to flight; 500 were taken prisoners 
and the others remained dead or wounded on the spot.

—on the frontal bone, through which a finger might 
have been passed into the brain. I found by my finger 
there was evidently a foreign substance inside. I have 
no doubt that the entrance of a plug or a splinter was 
the cause of death. Saw deceased’s hat, which had a 
large hole in front of it, I don’t at all think it neces- 
sary that the head of deceased should be opened, as 
there cannot be a doubt as to the cause of death,—Mr. 
Robinson said he could state that two of the patentees’ 
men and Mr. Crace, the superintendent of the paten- 
tees, were present when the oven was declared perfect, 
and that the latter remained and had the management 
of the oven. He wished to know if it would meet the 
views of the coroner and jury that an experienced 
engineer should be appointed on each side to examine

Mosr DastTarpDLy AND  DISGRACEFUL 
OvutraGE.—At the court-house, Bradford, George 
Hilton, a young man, said to be respectably con- 
nected, was brought before the magistrates charged 
with having committed a most despicable outrage on 
Miss Louisa Joanna Kingsman, a highly accomplished 
young lady, about eighteen years of age, the daughter 
of the Rev. Mr. Kingsman, the vicar of Gilderstone. 
Miss Kingsman left the parsonage for a brother-in- 
law’s residence in Gilderstone-street, a distance of 
about two miles. She had to cross a field by a foot- 
path, and, on nearing the end of it, she was over- 
taken by the prisoner, who addressed her in the most 
infamous terms. As far as possible she endeavoured 
to avoid his unmanly conduct, and, as she was at- 
tempting to hasten trom him, he seized her hy, the 
arms. He dragged her to a gravel-pit, some four or 
five yards from the path, and, having thrown her down 
into it, commenced a violent attack, Miss Kingsman 
resolutely fought with the base and cowardly ruffian, 
and, having regained her feet, she succeeded in 
escaping from him. It was at first intended to send 
the prisoner for trial,. but the bench, with the cansent 
of the young lady’s relations, inflicted a fine of £6 
on the prisoner, with further securities for his good 
behaviour,—£5 indeed! Why, hanging is far too 
good for such an atrocious scoundrel as this. 


Exrraorpinary INvEsTIGATION, — AL- 
LEGED Mvurpenrs at STONELEIGH ARREY THIRTY 
YEARS AGO.—It will be recollected that some years 
ago a long-protracted claim was made by a person 
named George Leigh, as the rightful owner of the 
estates of Lord (then Mr, Chandos) Leigh, and the 
dispute was brought to a close by the defeat of the 
former. A new claimant, in the person of John Leigh 
whose family reside in Lancashire, s é i ote 
\ uily e in Lancashire, succeeded in effect- 
ing a forcible entrance into Stoneleigh Abbey during 
the absence of its noble owner in November, 1844. 
The new claimant, with his relations and friends, to 
the number of thirty-two—some of whom were alleged 
to have been attracted to the spot from mere motives 
of curlosity—were taken into custody, and tried before 
» Mr, Justice Patteson, at a special gaol delivery, shortly 
seieer ott and defended by Mr. ‘Temple Twenty- 

eight of them were found guilty. James Leigh was 
sentenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment, with 
hard labour; ‘Thomas Leigh and two others, to twelve 
months, and the remainder to three months’ impri- 
sonment. It was at that time thought that an end was 
entirely put to the claim of Stoneleigh Abbey on the 
part of the Lancashire Leighs; but a charge, that at 
first was looked upon with levity, was made the subject 
of a lengthened investigation before four of the county 
(magistrates at Warwick, last week,—and which al-

One of the living parties involved 
was the present Lord Leigh, as he had been in- 
structed.—The first witness called was Richard Bar- 
nett, who deposed that he was a stonemason, 52 years 
of age, and had been residing in Wales the last three 
ears, and came there to give evidence. He remembers 
in the year 1814 being employed in Stoneleigh Abbey, 
making alterations under the directions of the late 
Lady Leigh. .The present Lord Leigh and _his 
steward, the late Mr. Jones, also superintended the 
work. He well remembered persons named Thomas 
Proud; Joseph Smith, John Wilcox, George Mat- 
thew Billinge, William Forbes, Alexander Munro, 
William Wood, and William Blissett having been 
employed with him at the abbey at the same time. 
Proud and Smith were dead ; they were buried under a 
stone in the abutment of the bridge (a model of which 
was here produced). The last time he saw them 
alive they were spreading mortar in a hole for a stone 
to be fixed in. A man named Wilcox gave him 
(witness) the key of the old coal-house to go and look 
at their bodies; he meant Proud and Smith. It was 
Billinge and Forbes that he meant to say the stone 
fell upon at the bridge. He saw the bodies of Proud 
and Smith in the coal-house. He unlocked the door. 
He had worked with the men many a day, and ought 
to have known them. He saw their bodies avout one 
o’clock in the day, and about twelve or one o'clock at 
night they were brought down to the bridge to be buried. 
They were brought in a cart by a man named Spraw- 
son. They were in two sacks, which were sewn up 
and put in the abutment of the bridge, (Witness 
here pointed out from the model the spot under which 
they were buried.) Mr. Jones, Lady ulia Leigh, and 
Mr. Chandos Leigh were present at the time.  Bil- 
linge and Forbes were killed under a stone; they were 
killed before Proud and Smith. He (witness) had 
hold of the guide-rope ; the men were working in the 
night-time, namely, Alexander Hay, John Hay, Billy 
Wood, George Shaw, and Alexander Munro. Shaw 
and Munro had hold of the winch; Mr. Jones, the 
present Lord Leigh, and Lady Julia Leigh, gave 
orders, and said, ‘ Let go.’ - Witness, having hold of 
the guide-rope, went up into the air over it, the winch 
was unloosed, away it went, and the stone was let go. 
It was about a ton and a half weight, and it fell upon 
them. The stone was never removed from off the 
bodies, and they built over it that night. He -con- 
tinued working at the bridge till they got the battle- 
ment wall up. He never said a word to any one about 
these murders till he went to Mr, Roberts, solicitor, 
Manchester, with Hopwood, some time since Christ- 
mas last. He never, for thirty years, spoke a word 
about the murders to any living creature, because he 
did not think it worth his while. He knew if he did 
he should have been fighting against a “ big un,” who 
had got the weapons in his own hands—he meant the 
present Lord Leigh. He divulged the murders to Mr. 
Roberts because parties were trying for the estate 
and he thought by telling him of the murders it would 
help them to get the estate.

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Tue Ant-Unton.—There is a question at issue be- 
tween the Board of Trade and the council of the Art-

are to be selected. The principle of Art-Unions in 
the other two divisions of the kingdom, and for the 
most part on the-continent of Europe, is to intrust 
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ction of all the prizes to a committee, and to 
fe the prizeholder, not a right of choice, but a 
eK 'ot art. In England a right of selection is as- 
signed to the owner of the prize. Now, it is on the 
comparative merits of these two systems that the 
Board of Trade and the council of the Art-Union are 
at variance. The council are for the English, their 
own system; the Board of Trade for the other. It is 
scarcely necessary to remind our readers that the sub- 
scribers to the Art-Union had to apply for an act of 
Parliament, which they subsequently obtained—the 
9 and 10 Victoria, cap. 48—to legalize their associa. 
tions. Mr. B. B. Cabbell, at a recent meeting on the 
subject, is stated to have given immense force to his 
argument and animation to the discussion, by affirm- 
ing that the interference of the Board of Trade would 
be as reasonably exercised in selecting husbands, as 
pictures, for the lady-subscribers ! ! 


A Lanp For THE LABoURER.—(Abstract of 
a letter from a curate in Australia.)—‘ It is a melan- 
choly account that you give me,” I said to my wife, 
who had just landed in Sydney, after a visit to Eng- 
land; ‘‘I know not how they continue to keep life in 
them,” ‘It is a sad detail, indeed,” she replied, 
‘¢ but you have, after all, but little idea of the mourn- 
ful eealicy: When we were formerly at ——, you re- 
member that it was with difficulty the poor people 
managed to keep from starving, and what distress they 
often suffered, It is now infinitely worse; their wages 
are no higher, and their chief article of food, the po- 
tato, is gone.”” ‘‘ Yes, I remember the farmers used 
to pay able-bodied men 7s. or 8s. aweck. Out of that 
it was utterly impossible for them to pay rent, and 
find sufficient food for their families, or clothes and 
bedding enough for warmth. For months together 
coarse bread and a few potatoes (if they were fried 
with a little fat, it was an hen pened luxury) formed 
their only food. Many a time have 1 seen what was 
called ‘ a few broth,’ in reality, hot water, poured over 
stale bread, and alittle salt added, carried by a shiver- 
ing child to its father in the field, as the meal that was 
to satisfy his hungry cravings, after working from day- 
light on a sharp winter’s morning. They used to pay 
the farmer at the rate of nine or ten pounds an acre 
for their potatoground., Itwas too bad.” ‘ Well, all 
that is at end. They have not even potatoes now.” 
“‘ How, then, do they live? You say they don’t get 
any more wages, and they can have no substitute so 
cheap as their potatoes.”” ‘* It is really hard to say 
how they do live. You remember Vincent Thorne: 
well, you know, he is athorough farm labourer. He 
has a wife andeightchildren, {[ asked him this ques- 
tion when I was in Somersetshire last December (1846). 
He said ‘ they lived upon bread, cabbage, and some- 
times a bit of cheese,—but they were always hungry 
andcold. He got seven shillings a week wages, and 
he was allowed a trifle from the parish.’ I believe this 
was a fair type of the condition of agricultural la- 
bourers in that neighbourhood, Never in my life did 
I see more abject misery than in some of the cottages 
I visited,”’ pe other equally painful details were 
told me about the condition of the agricultural la- 
bourers in the West of England, I could not help 
contrasting the description thus given with the state of 
things in this country. Here wages are high, for 
labourers are extremely scarce. Five thousand men 
would obtain employment within a month of their land- 
ings at wanes varying from £20 to £30 a year, with 
lodging and abundance of food,”

MELANCHOLY AccIDENT aT Bricuron.— 
Those to whom the locality of Brighton is familiar are 
aware that eastward of Kemp Town the coast consists 
for many miles of high cliffs, the most elevated being 
the famous promontory of Beachey Head. Along the 
whole line the sea is gradually encroaching, every high 
tide washing away a portion of the lower cliff, while 
the action of frost and surface wet is continually dis- 
integrating the upper portion, and so preparing for a 
fall. Along the Sussex coast these cliffs are princi- 
pally chalk, but immediately eastward of Brighton 
there is superposed on the chalk what is designated 
locally “* Coombe Rock.’’ At the bottom of this, and 
resting on the chalk, are various strata of sand, flint, 
and pebbles ; and the sand is of a peculiar kind, much 
valued by bird-fanciers, The destruction of the cliff 
near Brighton is further expedited by being under- 
mined by boys collecting this sand, and by men, who 
prozured a living by collecting boulders for building 
and road-making. A few days since, about six o’clock 
in the afternoon, four boys were seen under the well- 
known inn called the Abercromby Arms, Presently 
afterwards an immense mass of the cliff was observed 
to fall to the beach, and the boys, being no longer 
visible, it was conjectured that they were buried be- 
neath the fallen cliff. A number of the coast-guard 
proceeded to clear away the earth, and, in about an 

our, the poor boys were found together, and quite 
dead, One of the deceased, seven years of age; the 
other three were brothers, of the respective ages of 
sixteen, twelve, and ten years. 


Destruction or a Cane Facrory at 
Bisuorscare.—Early in the week the factory be- 
longing to Mr. P. Phillips, cane dresser and dyer, 
situate at the rear of Nos. 8 and 4, Foster-street, 
Bishopsgate, was discovered to be on fire, The flames 
originated through the overheating of a stove used for 
drying the material, and, owing to the inflammable 
nature of the stock in trade, but few minutes elapsed 
before the spacious building became wrapped in flames. 
With such fury did the fire burn, and so high did it 
ascend, that two houses, numbered severally 3 and 4, 
occupied by poor people, speedily became ignited. 
The engines were set to work; but, notwithstanding, 
the flames in the factory were not subdued until it was 
totally destroyed. The damage done is very serious, 
and, unfortunately, Mr. Phillips was not insured. 


Tora Desrruction By Frre or THE 
Birron PAPER MILLs, GLOUCESTERSHIRE.—The fire 
was first discovered at about half-past three o’clock on 
Sunday, when an alarm was immediately given, and 
messengers despatched to Keynsham and Bristol. Two 
small engines were speedily sent from the former place,

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MR. GROOM’S TULIP SHOW. 

We were present at the private view. of the 
annual show of tulips at the grounds of Mr, 
Groom, the far-famed cultivator of these beautiful 

‘flowers, at Clapham. The nobility, gentry, and 
scientific floriculturists who make this class of 
flowers their more particular study, mustered in 
large numbers. The tulips were in admirable 
order; and, perhaps, a more successful proof of 
the result of scientific knowledge and long ex- 
perience was never afforded: being, we believe, 
the most brilliant collection of tulips ever grown 
in this country. We quite agree with a talented 
contemporary, that ‘some of the specimens are 
perfect ; many of them are graduating to perfection ; 
and to the eyes of the inexperienced there are 
many more which may be called matchless.” 

Mr. Groom, as an author on the subject of this 
superb flower, is well known; and the following 
observations will interest all lovers of floriculture, 

TULIPS. 

“In giving,” says Mr. Groom, “ a description 
of the properties of a flower like the tulip, which 
has received so much attention for so long a period, I 
fear I shall be charged with repeating what has 
already been stated by others; but, as all readers ma 
not be aware of these properties, or of the facility 
with which a bed of tulips can be managed, I shall 
venture to give a short description. If we commence 
with Tulipa Gesneriana, from which all our’ fine 
varieties are said to have been obtained, we cannot 
but admire the perseverance of the first cultivators of 
this flower, the Dutch, as the time and labour neces- 
sary to obtain the varieties which we have received 
from them must have been enormous; when we con- 
sider that the Tulipa Gesneriana, as we now see it, 
does not possess one of the properties which are viewed 
as requisite to constitute a fine flower, and which are 
poanesnad to a considerable degree by some of the 

utch flowers. It must also be bornein mind that, in 
raising tulips from seed (the only way to obtain new 
varieties), it requires six years’ cultivation of the 
young bulbs before you can expect to see them flower, 
as it is rarely before the seventh year that their blooms 
are produced ; and after the bulbs have flowered it not 
unfrequently requires several more years of cultivation 

_ to obtain a separation of the colours. Under these 
‘ circumstances, although we can now, in En land, 
boast of having completely surpassed the Dutch florists 
in this flower, we are still much indebted to them for 
having produced those fine kinds on which we have 
improved, and from which we started, instead of having 
to commence, as they did, with Gesneriana, 

‘“‘In mentioning the properties most desired in the 
tulip I consider the shape of the cup of the greatest 
importance, It should consist of six petals, three 
outer and three inner, which should be placed alter- 
nately, and close to each other; they should be broad 
and round on the top, and smooth on the edge, and 
sufficiently wide to allow of the edges lying on each 
other when fully expanded, by which all quartering or 
opening between the petals will be avoided, that being 
a great objection; they should also possess consider. 
ale firmness, with a little swell outwards towards the 
lower part of the petal, which will give the flower a 

ood shoulder, as it is termed, and prevent its losin 
its form. ‘The shape of the cup, when fully expanded, 

‘should be a semi-oblate spheroid, the stalk being 
inserted in the pole, which pole should be a little 
depressed ; this I consider the best form to retain the 
beauty of the flower during all its stages. The petals 
should be all level on the top, and not the three outer 
ones turning back from the others, nor the inner 
higher than the outer, which is not uncommonly the 
case, particularly when the flower is a little past its 

ek eg hi r § rhite or 
rime. The ground, by which we mean the w 

i pea on which the other colours are marked, should 
ce pure and rich, without spots or stains; and it is of 
the greatest importance to have it quite clear a any 
colour or marks at the base of the petals aroun = ‘ 
stamina, for a stain there is a permanent defect w ns 
no cultivation can remedy: it is also desirable in ie 
yellow grounds that the colour outside of the petals 
should be of the same intensity as inside, as there are 
many flowers possessing good qualities that are ba 
dered defective by having a very pale yellow or nearly 
white outside. There is a class of ‘flowers called tri- 
colors, having neither white nor yellow grounds, an 
are much esteemed by some amateurs; but I confess 
do not admire them: I prefer the pure white or clear 
yellow ground. 

‘The stem should be elastic, and strong enough to 
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et, iin 
keep the flower erect; and it is essential, to produce a 
good effect in the bed, that it should be sufficiently tall 
for the size of the cup, as a large flower on a short stem 


Aooks very awkward; it is equally objectionable to have 


§ 
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a small flower on a tall stem. 
_ “The three principal classes into which the tulip is 
at present arranged are—the rose, having a rose or 
cherry colour on a white ground; the byblamen, con- 
taining all the shades af purple and brown, also on a 
white ground; and the bizard, having various colours 
ona yellow ground. I would here mention that neither 
colour is considered superior to the others; at the 
same time, there is no doubt the rose on white is most 
pleasing to the eye ; but we must not allow ourselves to 
be carried away by the first glance, but rather judge 
by the real merit of the flower, 

‘Tn the distribution of the colour, I consider a fine 
tich sharp feather, as it is termed (which is so named 
from the resemblance it has to the feather part of the 
quill, but by the French florists called the moustache), 
commencing on the edge of the lower part of the 
petals, a short distance from the staminw, and con- 
tinuing completely round the top, where it should be 
deepest, to the other side, with each petal alike,—and 
leaving the remainder of the flower of the clear ground 
colour, without any spots or specks, as the most 
perfect and Hokatitul charaster: 

‘Next to this comes the flamed flower, which should 
have, besides the feather, a rich beam up the rib of 
each of the petals, branching off on either side, and 
the points meeting the feather; at the same time 
preserving a sufficiency of the ground colour between 
the flaming to display it to the greatest advantage. 

‘There is also another kind of flame, much admired 
about London and some parts of the country, which is 
a flame beginning at the lower part of the petals, and 
branching upwards, without any feather; this gives a 
beautiful star-like appearance when the flower is ex- 
panded. There are other distributions of colour, such 
as a single stripe up the rib of the petal, &.; but, 
wherever the colvuur is placed, all the petals should be 
alike, or as nearly soas possible, and in all cases 
there should be a circle of the ground colour round the 
stamince. 

** All the various distributions of colour add much to 
the effect of a bed; but some of them are not such 
flowers as can be shown for prizes, particularly in 
some parts of the country, where the only characters 
admissible are the feathered and the flamed. The 
brilliancy and intensity of the coldur are of con- 
siderable importance ; at the same time there are some 
light-coloured flowers very beautiful. Whatever the 
shade of colour may be, it should be well defined and 
clear, and the flower free from the breeder, or original 
colour; and if there is a second shade, which is some- 
times the case in the flamed variety, it should be 
bordered with the darker colour; which prevents its 
flushing or running. ‘The flushing or smearing of the 
colour is at all times most objectionable, but particu- 
larly so if it is a character of the kind of tulip. I have 
often had flushed or partly run flowers admired by 
persons not acquainted with the properties of the 
tulip; but there can be no doubt which is the most 
beautiful. The feathered flower having the appearance 
of a'fine engraving, each stroke of which is sharp and 
brilliant, and the whole producing an elegant effect ; 
whereas the other is like a drawing upon which water 
has been spilt, and blended all the colours together. 

‘“‘ Having extended the present remarks on the pro- 
perties of the tulip beyond what I expected, I will 
defer any account of the cultivation until another 
period,” 

Among the loveliest of the 
exhibition may be noted—The 
(Groom’s), Queen Adelaide 
Alexander, Aglaia, Bacchus (No. 1), Beteral’s 
Brulante_ Eclatante, Catalina, Cerise Belle

ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA 

On Tuesday last Pauline Viardot Garcia performed 
for the first time at this theatre. Before we enter 
upon the task of criticising her début, we may be al- 
lowed to state that she is the sister of the late Madame 
Malibran; is 27 years of age, having been born at 
Paris on the 18th of July, 1821; made her first ap- 
pearance on et doa exactly nine years ago this 
month at her Majesty’s Theatre (then the King’s 
Vheatre), in the character of Desdemona ; was mar- 
ried to M. Louis Viardot in 1840; since which she 
visited Madrid, Grenada, Vienna, St. Petersburg, 
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and Berlin; and now revisits this country with a re- 
putation for musical ability and genius of the very 
first order. Madame Garcia’s début had nearly been 
postponed altogether; for Mario, who was to have 
taken the character of E/vino, having been seized 
suddenly’ by hoarseness, it was found to be impos- 
sible that he could appear before the public. In this 
dilemma the directors applied to Mr. Reeves to enact 
the part; but he declined, in our opinion not wisely. 
Late in the morning Signor Flavio was discovered to 
be in London; and he, without even a rehearsal, un- 
dertook the character. These circumstances must 
have proved highly distressing to the fair débutante ; 
and may, in some degree, account for the earlier part 
of her performance being unequal to that which fol- 
lowed. Madame Garcia’s voice is of good extent, em- 
bracing both the soprano register and that of the 
mezzo soprano, the latter approaching to the cha- 
racter of the contralto. Her figure is neat, her coun- 
tenance interesting, her eyes full of expression, and 
her whole appearance ‘bespeaks intelligence and grace. 
Her first aria, ‘‘ Come per me sereno,” atonce proved 
the high finish of her. style ;. but here she fell into the 
universal fault of most Aminas, namely, that of over- 
loading the strain with ornament. The middle 
portion of her performanee was not marked by 
any very extraordinary development of genius; but the 
distressing circumstance of her having to sing, for the 
first time, with a perfect stranger, and that, too, with- 
out rehearsal, was sufficient to have damped the fire of 
the warmest imagination. We do not think the cha- 
racter of Amina was a judicious choice for a singer 
like Madame Garcia. If we mistake not, her forte 
will be found in the higher walks of the ee drama, 
and in this opinion we were confirmed by the truly 
magnificent style in which she gave the finale. 
Nothing could ‘surpass this effort of vocalization ; it 
was pure, impassioned, grand,—we may add sublime ! 
This wag her great triumph of the evening. The 
audience was completely electrified, and, after calling 
her before them with real enthusiasm, the curtain was 
commanded to be again drawn up and the finale was 
repeated. Again Madame Garcia was recalled, and 
now had to collect some small cartload of bouquets, 
which she did with great show of modest grace. We 
must not conclude our remarks without offering our 
thanks to Signor Flavio for consenting to appear 
under such circumstances, and to assure the public it 
has gained by this chance a singer of first-rate excel- 
lence, His voice is full, manly, and highly cultivated, 
and he is evidently an actor, too, of no mean ability. 
We trust the directorship will retain this gentleman 
as one of their reguiar company. Signor ‘Tamburini 
was the Count Rodolpho, and, like most other counts 
in the sleep-walking scene, was so anxious not to 
awake the fair sleeper that he sang into her ear with 
a voice of thunder! Surely such an absurdity should 
not be patronized by a singer of Tamburini’s ex- 
cellence.

‘ The Evening Gun,’ F. Danby, A. This is one 
of this talented artist’s most happy productions. 
The effect of evening was never better represented: 
the sky and water are inimitable; but we cannot 
say as much for the ship.

There are numerous clever landscapes this year, 
by Stanfield, Lee, Creswick, Roberts, 8. Cooper, 
Fripp, &c. They are all, in their various peculiar 
styles, of more or less merit; but, as they do not 
represent any particularly new or striking features, 
they do not cal! for especial notice, 

This exhibition, as well as the Water-Colour 
Society, owe a great deal of its reputation to the 
talents of numerous Lapy exhibitors, In por- 
traits, Mrs, Carpenter ranks with the best; and 
in this department of art there are numerous 
very clever productions: among the best we would 
class those of F. Grant, A. ‘There is a freedom 
and grace about this gentleman’s works that place 
him at the acmé of his profession. J. Watson 
Gordon, Pickersgill, Phillips, J. P. Knight, and 
others are very succcssful on the present occasion, 
here are some beautiful specimens in the mini- 
ature department ; and here again we have a great 
many most successful apy exhibitors. ‘To our 
list may be added’ the works of Sir W. J. Newton, 
Sir W. C. Ross, R. Thorburn, T. Carrick, &c.; but 
it would take an entire journal to enumerate their 
various beauties. 

In what is called the “Octagon Room,” but 
what is better known among artists as the “‘ Con- 
demned Hole,” there are some good pictures ; but 
in such an unfortunate situation we will not 
pretend to notice them, 

In the Sculpture Room we must again first 
acknowledge the talent of the only lady ex- 
hibitor, Mrs. Thornycroft, This talented lady has 
been patronized by her Majesty, and has been 
honoured by several commissions—one of which is 
here exhibited. ‘A Bust of H.R, Prince Alfred,’ 
as a work of art, is perfect—and we have no doubt 
her Majesty is highly delighted with this life- 
like semblance of the little Prince. 

Gibson’s portrait of the Queen, and his statue 
of ‘ Aurora,’ are every way worthy of his great 
genius. W.C, Marshall is also extremely successful 
this year, ‘A Drawing-Room Chimney Piece’ is 
a most elaborate, as well as a most chaste, pro- 
duction. There are some good busts—among 
others a striking likeness of Jenny Lind. 


DIORAMA, REGENT’S PARK.

MUSICAL REVIEWS.

The Welsh Harper. Containing two hundred Welsh 
Airs, chiefly selected from Manuscript Collections. 
Arranged for the Harp or Pianoforte. 


Parry. Volume II. ’Almaine and Co,, Soho- 
square, 


-The antiquarian as well as the musician will find in 
this volume a rich store of interest. (Great eredit is 
due to Mr. Farry for the industry and research evinced 
in his labours to rescue from oblivion the beautiful 
national music of Wales, This volume, the second of 
the series, is interwoven with curious traditional notes, 
and is prefaced by an historical account of Welsh 
music from the earliest ages of Cambrian civilization. 
The Welsh bards possessed in their national instru- 
ment, the harp, an agent which at once prompted and 
assisted their musical efforts; and, consequently, we 
find in their compositions (the national Welsh airs) 

traces of scientific cultivation rarely met with in the 
equally ancient music of other countries. We would 
willingly quote from Mr, Parry’s volume several of 
the curious anecdotes with which it is liberally inter- 
spersed; but our space limits us to the following note 
on the air entitled ‘‘Bedd Davydd Gam” (the Grave 
of David Gam) :— 


“David Gam, a chieftain of Breeonshire, and ancestor 
of the present family of Games, was a stanch Lancastrian, 
and accompanied Henry V. to France, where, in the battle 
of Agincourt, he saved the King’s life at the expense 
of his own. For when, in the furious melée of that en- 
counter, Henry was surrounded by a party of French knights, 
and prostrated by the blow of a battle-axe, David Gam, with 
his son-in-law, Rosser Vaughan, and his kinsman, Watkin 
Lloyd, of Ynys-y-marchog, rushed forward and rescued the 
King; but, in so doing, all three fell mortally wounded. For 
which, as the only reward he could then bestow, he knighted 
them on the field before they expired. It was David Gam 
that brought the King the memorable and inspiriting, though 
somewhat humorous, answer respecting the French forces; 
for, being sent to reconnoitre the French camp on the even- 
ing before the battle, and seeing the whole country before 
him covered with troops, he returned to the King, and said, 
« There were enow to be killed, enow to be taken prisoners, 
and enow to run away.’ Shakspere, in enumerating the 
slain, calls him * Davy Gam, Esquire.’ He certainly did not 
live long to enjoy his honours of knighthood ; for, though the 
royal word was uttered, ‘ Arise, Sir David Gam,’ yet the poor 
wounded soldier never did arise. However, he is seldom 
mentioned in history without the addition of his title. Seve- 
ral members of his family are buried in the College Church 
at Brecon, where his father’s tombstone may be seen, with 
the following inscription: Hie jacet Lewelinus ap Howel 
cujus anime propieietur Deus. Amen,’ together with that of 
his brother and others of his kindred; but David Gam him- 


self lies covered by the turf of Agincourt; to which the title 
of the present air alludes.” 


Alluding to the meetings of Welsh bards, the Bis- 
teddvods, Mr. Parry mentions that “in the year 1568 


a commission was issued, by command of Queen Eliza- 
beth, for holding an Kisteddyod at Caerwys, in Flint- 


the Mostyn family, together with the silver harp 
which is between five and six inches in length, and of 
very elegant workmanship.”

profusely when not more than 
two feet high, and promises, 
from the experiments of Mr. J. 
Harrison, of the Downham Nur- 
series, Norfolk, who is now cul- 
tivating it, to be one of the most 
lovely of our hothouse plants. 

The vast Brazilian empire, 
famed for its gold and diamonds, 
is peculiarly rich in flowers, 
which, by their beauty, fra- 
grance, and plenitude, chide 
the barbarism of its inhabitants, 
who disregard the quiet, but 
not less vocal, lessons of wisdom 
which everywhere surround 
them. Some of the bamboos 
are of immense size, being six 
inches in diameter, and rising 
to the height of eighty or one 
hundred feet. Trees and shrubs 
are abundant in the vicinity of 
Streams and rivers, one of which 
is a large species of copaifera, 
exuding a useful balsam. Tree- 
ferns abound, their stems often 
covered with little delicate 
species of the same tribe, or air- 
plants bearing beautiful flowers. 
Pretty herbaceous ferns and 
handsome - flowered _ bigonias 
are, in some places, widely dif- 
fused.

Coral, which is now becoming again a fashion- 
able ornament, has been used as such for nearly 
8000 years. ‘The Greeks, from whose language 
our word is derived, appear to have been ignorant 
of its real nature, and supposed it to be a precious 
stone, Like most rare substances, it was used 
medicinally, and various important qualities were 
attributed to it. The Indian soothsayers con- 
sidered grains of coral as amulets, and wore them as 
being ornaments agreeable to the gods, The ancient 
Gauls ornamented their helmets and bucklers with 
it; while the Romans placed pieces of coral on the 
cradles of new-born infants, to preserve them 
from the diseases to which they were liable; and 
physicians prescribed preparations of coral for 
fever, fainting, ophthalmia, and other complaints, 
In the wills of persons of the middle ages we find 
frequent mention of coral ornaments as_testa- 
mentary bequests; these were chiefly rosaries, 
For many years it was matter of great doubt what 
' the real nature of coral was—some, from its hard. 
ness, supposed it a mineral; others, from the form 
which it assumes, arranged it among plants; while 
a third class, approaching nearer to the truth, 
classed it with animals. It is now known to be 
formed by a diminutive animal, called a polypus, or 

olype, inhabiting cells in what may be called the 
bak, which they themselves form, 

The red coral, of which trinkets are made, is 
found in large quantities 1n. the Mediterranean, off 
the coast of Barbary, near : Sicily, and off the 
southern coast of France. It is not found in sandy 


or muddy bottoms, but is always attached to a 2 varnished with white of e 


firm rocky bed, requiring considerable force. to 
remove it. ‘The instrument used in detaching 
the coral from the rock is composed of two 
beams of wood, tied crosswise, with leads fixed 
to them to sink them; to these beams 1s wet 
ened a quantity of hemp, twisted loosely round, 
intermingled with some netting. In this at 
dition the machine is let down into the sea; anc, 
when the coral is pretty strongly entwined in a 
hemp and nets, they draw it up with a rope, ete 
they unwind according to the depth, and whic i 
sometimes requires half a dozen boats to draw. 
The fishermen have divided the coral rocks near 
the Straits of Messina into ten parts. Every year 
they fish in one of these parts, from a notion that 
ten years are necessary to the full growth and per- 
fection of the coral. “The size is generally a foot 
in length, and about the thickness of the little 
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finger, ‘The depth at which’ it is obtained is va- 
rious, from ten to a hundred fathoms; but it 
seems to be necessary to its production that the 
rays of the sun should readily penetrate to the 
place of its habitation. Its value depends upon the 
size, solidity, and the depth and brilliancy of its 
colour. As an ornament, black coral is most 
esteemed. When the coral has been brought on 
shore, it is separated into different qualities, and 
devoted to the preparation of necklaces, carrings, 
and other well-known trinkets. The quantity of 
these worn in Europe is much smaller than among 
the Arabs and other semi-barbarous people. A 
great quantity of coral ornaments are manu- 
factured at Marseilles, and exported thence to 
different parts on the south and east of the Medi- 
terranean, With respect to the mode of manu- 
facturing ornaments from a branch of coral, we 
need merely say that coral, like gems and many 
crystalline substances, is eut or ground upon a 
wheel, with the aid of some hard but fine powder : 
in most cases the surface of the wheel is softer and 
the powder employed is harder than the body 
which is to be cut. There are few things pos- 
sessing commercial value, the price of which 
varies so greatly as that of coral. Some that is 
found near Sicily sells as high as ten guineas an 
ounce, which is more than double the price of pure 
gold; while other descriptions will not fetch a 
shilling per pound, he inferior, or worm-eaten 
coral is used in some parts of the Madras coasts in 
the celebration of funeral rites. The high price of 
the best coral has led, as in most similar instances 
to the production of a counterfeit coral, This 
is made of well-beaten cinnabar, a layer of which 
is applied on a piece of wood, well dried and 
polished, first moistened with size, and afterwards
